THE STATE HOUSE OF REFORM. 
Completion of She the Building near An 


A HISTORY OF THE PROJECE. 


Governor Stevenson, in his frat annuel mees- 
rage tothe Legisiatate of 1867-8, recommended 
cbanges ip the penitentiary system of the State, 
end: also the estabiishment of a state House of 
Reform. Ibis part of the message was by res0- 
lution referred tothe Committee on Penitentiary 
in the House of Represeniative:, of which com- 
mittee the Hon. R. K. White, of Louisville, wag 
Chairman. Havinz thoroughly examined a large 
number of the reports of refo:matory icestitu- 
tionr, and investigated their workiog in all of its 
bearings, the Chai map, assisted by Judge Lee. of 
Pendleton counts, a bill to meet. the 
case, This bili was reported to tne Hoare by 
the Chairman about toe middie of January, 1363, 
and its passage eaipestiy and forcibly recom- 
mended by nim. By a very decided vote the bill 
pas ed the House; but it fatied in the senate. 
At the second session of the same Le;isilature 
Colonel Witte again reported the seme bill, 
whieb passed—eighty-fve voting for tt, and onty 
five against it. Followivg the bill iato the Sea- 
ate, Colonel White tbere urged ite passage so 
ruccessiully that twenty-three voted for I’, and 
only three against u. 

The Governor then appointed six commission- 
ers to locate and purchase a suitabie tract of 
lend for the erection of a State House of Reform. 
The committee met, made examinations of the 
various rites Offered, and finally fixed upon ths 
Cave Spring tract, cogsisting Of two huedred and 
thirty acres, lyiag near the Short-line sailroad, 
Within a short distance of Anchorage, and about 
ten @iiies east of Louisville, Messr:. R. C. Hud- 
son., D. Vallanpdiagbam and 8. L. Garr were ap- 
pointed to provide for the erection of the neces- 
sary buildings. This committee, after examin- 
ing many similiar institutiens, agreed upon a 
suitedle plan, and contracied with Messrs J. B. 
Montgomery & Co. to execute the wise of ths 
work. 

Messrs. Mon'gomory & Co. proceeded at once 
to make all necessary arrangement to fulfil: 
their contract. About a year ago ground wa, 
broken, and the work has been vigorously pushed 
torward by this enterprisivog frm cversince. On
